Wind-whipped snow leaves motorists stranded 
New cold wave worsens energy crisis 


By The Associated Press 
Snow squalls hit sections of northern 
Ohio W ednesday night, with wind- 
whipped snow that cut visibility, sent 
drifting snow across highways and left 
m any m otorists stranded. 
The National W eather Service said 
m ovem ent of an arctic air m ass into 
the 
region 
also 
produced 
unusual 
thunderstorm activity in parts of the 
state. 
At least one death was attributed to 
the w eather. Leon Jenny, 72, of Van 
W ert was crushed between two vehicles 
while trying to push a car that got stuck 


during a blizzard on a rural road south 
of Van Wert, authorities reported. 
Wind whipping a television antenna 
against a 12,000-volt power line was 
blam ed for a fire that destroyed a two- 
story fram e home at Fostoria. No one 
was injured. 
The area south of Toledo was hit 
heavily by the storm , with most roads, 
including some main highways, closed. 
Shelters 
were 
opened 
to 
help 
stranded m otorists at the Wood County 
Courthouse in Bowling Green and at 
som e points in Sandusky and Fulton 
counties. 


Among the sites used for shelters 
were a bowling alley in Bellevue and 
police and fire stations at som e other 
places. 
Residents of western Pennsylvania 
and Ohio had to contend with wind 
gusts as high as 60 miles per hour in 
some regions. 
A 
spokesm an 
for 
the 
National 
W eather Service said a rapidly moving 
arctic air m ass with much colder 
w eather behind it, moved across Ohio, 
reducing tem peratures by as much as 
20 degrees in three hours. 
That cold air bumped into a m ass of 


w arm er air and caused highly unstable 
atm ospheric conditions, he said, which 
produced thunderstorm activity. 
State Highway Patrol officers at 
Medina said traffic w as cut to one lane 
on all the state highw ays in that area. 
The National W eather Service at 
Cleveland reported bursts of heavy 
snow across the state, with an unof­ 
ficial report of four inches at Man­ 
sfield. 
Many rural schools were reported 
closed today over a wide area, in­ 
cluding 
Henry, 
Seneca, 
Sandusky. 
Ashland and Richland Counties. 


Pow er outages blamed indirectly on 
the w inter w eather left thousands of 
G reater Cleveland residents without 
electricity for several hours last night 
and knocked out power to Cleveland 
Hopkins 
International 
Airport 
and 
Southwest 
General 
Hospital 
Both 
reported that operations continued on 
auxiliary power facilities. 
Airlines reported flights were running 
up to an hour and a half late because of 
the 
power 
situation, 
and 
United 
Airlines canceled flights to Los Angeles 
and Lansing, Mich. Some incoming 
flights were reported diverted to other 


cities. 
A spokesperson for the Cleveland 
Electric Illum inating Co. said outages 
affecting about 26,000 custom ers east 
and west of Cleveland were caused by 
utility poles catching fire. She said 
there have been several such fires in 
the past week, resulting from in­ 
sulators freezing over. 
Electricity arcing over the frozen 
insulators sets the poles on fire, she 
said.

Six sm all districts in five counties are 
closed for lack of natural gas to heat 
schools. 
Ohio schools Supt. M artin W. Essex 
said the worst is yet to come. 
“ I see, in the areas served by 
Columbia Gas (of Ohio) and the Dayton 
Power & Light Co., sweeping closings 
within the next w eek,” Essex said. 
“Our information would lead to that 
conclusion. 
We 
have 
enough 
in­ 
form ation to substantiate th at.” 


Columbia Gas Co. says it will send 
notices next week to m any schools and 
other large com m ercial users telling 
them they have exceeded their winter 
allotm ents of gas and will get no more 
of the fuel until April. 
A Columbia spokesm an said most 
school districts in its service area 
probably have exceeded allotm ents or 
will have by next week. 
Columbia Gas supplies natural gas to 
56 counties in north central, central, 
eastern and southeastern Ohio. 
Dayton Power and Light serves all or 
parts of 24 counties in w estern Ohio. 
A spokesm an in E ssex’ departm ent 
said at least RO districts have given 
notice of definite closing dates. A few 
have included hoped for reopening 


Others only passable 
Drifting snow closes 
numerous area roads 


Drifting snow caused 
by 
strong 
overnight winds closed at least 70 per 
cent of Fayette County's roads and 
som e state highways. 
The 
Fayette 
County 
Sheriffs 
D epartm ent reported today that roads 
which w ere open were only passable to 
one lane of traffic. 
The overnight tem perature dipped to 
a bitter two degrees above zero as 
possibly the worst winter in Fayette 
County history continues its grip. 
A spokesm an at the Ohio D epartm ent 
of Transportation garage, CCC High­ 
w a y s described state highway con­ 
ditions today as “ terrible.” 
“The ones that are open a ren ’t safe to 
drive on,” he said. 
The 
state 
highway 
departm ent 
reported today Ohio 38, Ohio 238 and 
Ohio 41 from Washington C H. to Je f­ 
fersonville were closed because of snow 
drifts. Ohio 753 had been opened from 
W ashington C H. to Good Hope by press 
tim e today. 
R ichard G arringer, superintendent 
of the Fayette County road depart­ 
m ent, said over 70 per cent of the 
county’s roads were closed today. 
G arringer said he hoped to have 
prim ary roads, such as Palm er and 
Robinson roads, opened to at least one 
lane of traffic by 12 noon today. 
“ It’s just not safe for people to be out 
on 
the roads. 
They’ll get stuck,” 
G arringer said. 


Fayette County Sheriff’s Sgt. William 
R. Crooks said that by 9 a m. today the 
sheriff’s 
departm ent 
had 
received 
more than 600 telephone calls from 
m otorists 
requesting 
assistance 
or 
from residents requesting information 
about road conditions. 
The severe winter 
w eather and 
drifting snow also forced massive 
cancellations. 
Classes in the Miami Trace School 
D istrict were postponed Wednesday for 
the 13th day. Superintendent Guy M 
Foster announced that the schools 
would rem ain closed on Friday.

Solons push energy measure 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Congressional leaders are rushing to 
approve President C arter s natural gas 
program and may have the emergency 
lesiglation on his desk by early next 
week. 
The program C arter sent to Capitol 
Hill 
on 
Wednesday 
as 
his 
first 
legislative initiative seemed assured of 
quick passage. Members of Congress 
who once fought bitterly over the 
natural gas issue were joining forces to 
help 
push 
the 
m easure 
through 
Congress. 
The em ergency legislation would 
give the President power to divert 
natural gas to coldstricken parts of the 
country. 
It would also allow emergency sales 
at unregulated prices by intrastate 
pipelines 
— 
located 
within 
gas- 
producing Gulf Coast states — to in­ 
terstate pipelines until July 31. 
“This bill will not end the shortages, 
will not improve the weather and will 
not 
solve 
the 
unemployment 
problem s,” C arter warned But he said 
it would bring tem porary relief to hard­ 


pressed states by shifting gas from 
areas without acute shortages. 
C arter told reporters that 
quick 
action is needed because the gas 
shortage precipitated by unusually cold 
W eather east of the Rocky Mountains 
has already closed some 4.000 plants, 
forced layoffs of an estim ated 400,000 
persons and is now threatening those 
who use natural gas to heat their 
homes 
The move could raise the monthly 
gas bills of natural gas consum ers, but 
adm inistration officials said the in­ 
creases probably would be small 
C arter also renewed his appeal for 
Am ericans to lower their therm ostats 
to 65 degrees by day and lower at night, 
although an aide said later that the 
President did not want people to break 
any local or state laws that mandate 
higher tem peratures. 
The energy legislation was drafter in 
consultation with key m em bers of 
Congress. White House energy advisor 
Jam es R. Schlesinger said it was 
carefully 
tailored 
to 
maximize 
congressional support and minimize 


controversy. 
Senate leaders decided to bypass 
normal com m ittee hearings and bring 
the legislation directly to the floor for 
debate on Friday. A Senate vote could 
come Monday. 
In the House, hearings are scheduled 
for Friday before the subcom mittee 
with jurisdiction over natural gas. 
House Speaker Thomas “Tip O’Neill 
announced plans to bring the bill to the 
floor for a vote next Tuesday. If the 
m easure encounters no difficulties, it 
could go to the White House the sam e 
day. 
Senate sources said that quick action 
on the m easure was assured by a 
com prom ise 
reached 
between 
ad­ 
vocates and opponents of outright 
deregulation of the natural gas in­ 
dustry. 
Those who want decontrol generally 
agreed not to try to am end 
the 
legislation on the floor as a m eans of 
turning it into a general decontrol bill 
In exchange. Senate leaders promised 
them that decontrol legislation would 
be considered in full in the spring.

Frozen service lines have caused 
some Broadway Street residents to be 
without w ater for as much as two 
weeks. 
But, the local Ohio Army National 
Guard unit, in cooperation With the City 
of 
Washington 
C.H., 
launched 
a 
program W ednesday to deliver vital 
water supplies to m ore than a dozen 
Broadway Street fam ilies. 
A 500-gallon tank w as filled at the 
city’s expense W ednesday afternoon 
and taken by Ohio National Guard 
members to Broadway Street where 
residents were invited to fill con 
tainers. 
Some 
Broadway 
Street 
residents 
reported they had been without water 
in their homes for IO days to two weeks 
Some of the fam ilies had infants and 
small children. 
Before W ednesday, residents without 
w ater had been borrowing water from 
neighbors for drinking purposes, to 
flush toilets and for bathing. 
The tank was placed in the 1000 block 
of Broadway Street for more than two 
hours Wednesday night and about IO 
families took advantage of the service. 
The 
Ohio 
National 
Guard 
was 
scheduled to return to the Broadway 
Street area today to deliver water to 
more families. 
Raldon M. Smith, director of the 
Fayette 
County 
D isaster 
Services 
Agency, said he and Washington C.H. 
City 
M anager 
George 
H. 
Shapter 


requested the assistance of the Ohio 
National Guard unit Wednesday after 
the city adm inistration building began 
receiving complaints. 
Smith said residents in the 1000 block 
of Broadway Street drew appoxim ately 
200 gallons of w ater from the 500-gallon 
tank Wednesday. 
Capt. Larry Hott, comm ander of the 
local Ohio Army National Guard unit, 
was in charge of the w ater program . 
“The public just doesn’t realize what 
the National Guard can do for them if 
they just ask ,” said Hott, who is also a 
police specialist with the Washington 
C H. Police Departm ent 
Broadway Street residents said they 
had reported the problems to the Ohio 
W ater Service Co hut had received no 
assistance. 
Joe Burbage, office m anager of the 
Ohio W ater Service Co., said 
the 
problem in the Broadway Street area 
was created by frozen service lines 
under private property 
“The m aintenance of the service line 
itself 
is 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
property ow ner," Burbage said. 
“ If th ere’s anything we could do in 
this situation. I’m sure we’d do it,” 
Burbage stated. 
He said service lines in the Broadway 
Street are old and were installed at 
shallow depths Most of the lines are 
only 16 tp 18 inches deep and he said the 
ground is presently frozen at depths of 
24 inches. 
E veritt Robbins, m anager of the Ohio 
W ater Service Co., said since 1966 the 


w ater company has been installing new 
lines four and a half feet deep 
Meanwhile, the w ater company has 
offered Washington C H. residents who 
are without w ater the use of the 
com pany’s filter plant off N. North 
Street. The company said residents are 
“welcome to draw any quantity of 
water they need at no charge.” 
Robbins also said that snow is a 
“ready source of w ater and can be 
melted to flush toilets.” 
Water company officials said the 
Broadway Street area is not the only 
area of Washington C H 
in which 
problems have been experienced. 


The company has experienced a 
broken water main on Elm Street and 
ruptured service lines on 
Peabody 
Avenue 
and 
Gregg, 
Temple 
and 
Fayette streets 
Burbage said the company has also 
received reports of approxim ately 150 
frozen water m eters and ruptured 
pipes in homes. He said where frozen 
meters which will not perm it the flow of 
water to homes are being removed and 
special pipe is

Moyers top CIA candidate? 
Noon Stock Q uotations 


WASHINGTON

- Bill 
D. 
Moyers, former top aide to Lyndon 
Johnson, is a prime candidate to be 
nominated CIA director by President 
Carter, according to sources inside and 
outside the administration. 
Moyers was out of the country today 
A source at CBS News in New York 
City, where Moyers 
is 
the 
chief 
reporter and anchorman for “ CBS Re­ 
ports,” 
said 
he 
is 
filming 
a 
documentary in Cuba — whose leader 
the CIA allegedly plotted eight times to 
kill between 1960 and 1965. 
Moyers could not be reached by 
telephone. 
CBS News said he authorized it to say 
“ he has not been offered a job in the 
Carter administration by the President 
or anyone claiming to represent the 
President. He is not contending for any 
job.” 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell told reporters: “ With regard to 


speculation about a new CIA director, 
it’s a little early to be speculating about 
that, and I think if you did you’d get 
yourself 
into 
an 
embarrassing 
situation. 
“ My guidance is not to speculate on 
Moyers or anyone else.” 
The 
administration sources said 
Moyers is a front runner for the CIA. 
Sources outside the administration said 
he has been recommended to Carter by 
top presidential aides. 
The outside sources said there is a 
reason the administration refused to 
confirm it. But the sources would not 
specify the reason. 
CBS 
subsequently 
confirmed 
Moyers’ presence in Cuba. 
“ He’s doing the country — what’s 
going on down there,” the CBS source 
said. “ It’s very difficult to get an in­ 
terview with (Fidel) Castro. The last I 
heard he had not gotten permission to 
interview him.” 


Moyers, 42, would be Carter’s second 
nominee to head the CIA. His first, 
Theodore C. Sorensen, a former aide to 
President John F. Kennedy, withdrew 
a week ago Monday in the face of stiff 
Senate opposition. 


Powell had said Carter might an­ 
nounce his choice to replace Sorensen 
this week. But he said Wednesday 
night: 
“ I don’t think you should 
definitely assume there will be an an­ 
nouncement before the end of this 
w eek...” 


Others mentioned for the job have 
included 
Paul 
Warnke, 
former 
assistant defense secretary for national 
security affairs, and retired Army Lt. 
Gen. Jam es M. Gavin. 


It was learned that Gavin, 70, who 
was suggested to Carter by House 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill, is han­ 
dicapped in the consideration by his 
age. 
Perishables dealers fear backlash

Fruit and vegetable dealers have no 
illusions about the way customers will 
react over the next two weeks when 
prices skyrocket and shelves will be all 
but empty because of the Florida 
freeze. 
“ This is a bad time of the year 
anyway,” said retailer Jim Humbert of 
Cincinnati. 
“ As soon as tomatoes get out of line, 
people 
tail 
off. They’ll 
just 
buy 
something else. 
“ I don’t think you are going to 
compare this with the problem of 
coffee, there s too big a market to draw 
from. I don't think the impact is going 
to be unbelievable.” 
A 
survey 
of 
supermarkets, 
wholesalers and retailers in Ohio in­ 
dicated that tomatoes, corn, beans, 
some squash products, celery and 
lettuce and cabbage will be all but 


nonexistent on retail shelves over the 
next two months. 
“ Prices are going crazy and you 
can’t even get the products,” com­ 
plained a spokesman for a Cleveland- 
based

substantial amounts of hard-to-get 
produce and fruit that was shipped 
from Florida by truck is arriving 
frozen. “ They want this stuff. They 
don’t care what it costs. So you do the 
best you can. If a guy wants 15 you give 
him five just to keep something on his 
shelf.” 
Claude Maldenhauer, director of 
produce and procurement 
for the 
Kroger Co., a supermarket chain in 28 
states, asked consumers to bear with 
the problem. He said new crops on most 
short items would be in in February 
and April.

“ Florida accounts for about 45 per 
cent of the market,” said Maldenhauer, 
noting that other items will remain 
available.

The service forecast 
lower than normal temperatures over 
much of the East for at least the next 
two weeks.

Carter aslied Congress for emergency 
authority to transfer natural gas to 
areas with the worst shortages. 
Carter told a news conference that 
natural gas shortages due to the cold 
have closed some 4,000 plants and 
forced layoffs of an estimated 400,000 
people and are now threatening those 
who use natural gas to heat their 
homes. 
Carter also renewed his appeal for 
Americans to lower their thermostats 
to 65 degrees by day and lower at night, 
although an aide said later that the 
President did not want people to break 
any local or state laws that mandate 
higher temperatures. 
And, there were indications last 
week’s freeze in Florida was forcing up 
prices of groceries in many areas of the 
nation. 
Parts of Maryland and Virginia 
around the Chesapeake Bay were 
declared 
federal 
disaster 
areas 
because the frozen bay has put many 
boatmen and fishermen out of work. 
The ice has blocked shipments of fuel 
oil and grain. 
Outside 
Pennsylvania, 
school 
closures were scattered. 
Columbia Gas Co. said it will send 
notices next week to many Ohio schools 
and other large commercial users 
telling them they have exceeded their 


winter allotments of gas and will get no 
more of the fuel until April. 
Equitable Gas Co., a Pittsburgh- 
based company, asked schools in eight 
West Virginia counties to close until 
further notice. It extended that request 
to taverns, nightclubs and theaters. 
In Georgia, most schools were open 
but with orders to keep thermostats at 
65 degrees. Temperatures there had 
moderated somewhat by midweek but 
were predicted to plunge back into the 
teens by this weekend. 
Police in LaGrange, Ga., which had 
many factories closed due to gas 
shortages, patrolled the empty plants. 
While businessmen waited to see 
what the government would do to ease

President

energy adviser James R. Schlesinger 
said at least two interstate pipelines — 
Southern Natural Gas and Trunkline — 
already were cutting off gas supplies to 
some top priority consumers.

Schlesigner said he did not have a

Sikes 
was 
reprimanded 
by

colleagues last year for misusing his 
influence in business deals and some 
members of a House reform group had 
voiced private fears that if Sikes 
retained his chairmanship it could end 
efforts to write a strict code of ethics 
for legislators. 
But Sikes, who was re-elected last 
year after the reprimand, said he was 
the 
victim 
of 
“ anti-defense” 
congressmen who want defense money 


used for social programs. 
“ I ’m a senior conservative. I vote for 
defense. And there is a growing in­ 
tolerance for some people who do not 
support the straight liberal line of the 
Democratic party,” Sikes said.

189-93 
vote, 
members of the House reform group 
said the removal of Sikes gave their 
cause a powerful boost. 
“ It shows the House is deadly serious 
about reforming itself,” said Rep.

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For healing, a pardon 


When President Carter kept his 
campaign 
promise 
and 
granted 
Vietnam War draft evaders an 
unconditional pardon, he touched a 
highly 
sensitive 
nerve 
in 
the 
American consciousness. This ac­ 
tion brought an immediate out­ 
pouring of divergent opinion; some 
thought the President had gone 
much too far, others that he had not 
gone far enough. 
The sense of outrage voiced by 
many in veterans' organizations is 
understandable 
There 
is 
some 
justification for their belief that the 
pardon is an affront to comrades 
who were wounded or killed in 
combat while others eligible for 
service got out of fighting. Many 
who for various reasons see the 
m atter otherwise nevertheless feel a 
keen empathy with this point of 
view. 
On balance, however, it is our 
opinion that President Carter has 
acted wisely. Many though not all 
who balked at serving in that con­ 


flict, which most of us ultimately 
saw as being contrary to both 
American 
ideals and 
American 
interests, are not restored as ac­ 
cepted members of our society. This 
should do much to heal the still 
painful wounds of a military in­ 
volvement 
which 
the 
American 
people had come to abhor long 
before it ended. 
The pardon leaves one major 
category untouched: the deserters. 
Most of these were men from poor 
and minority families, without fair 
access to the lawyers and counselors 
who helped more affluent youths 
evade 
conscription. 
Many 
were 
drafted into the service and then, 
belatedly understanding the nature 
of the war they were called upon to 
fight, ran away. For them, too, 
justice should be tempered with 
mercy. 
Titus 
we 
welcome 
the 
Pentagon review of the deserters’ 
cases with a view to possible later 
action. 
As to the draft evaders, it is of 


course likely that some were im­ 
pelled by other than lofty motives. 
Probably not all of them acted in 
protest against a pernicious war 
they could not bring themselves to 
support. 
Doubtless 
some 
were 
motivated 
less 
by 
principled 
resistance to the war than by a 
simple desire not to be caught up in 
pointless fighting; some, perhaps, 
were outright cowards. 
But who is to say which of them 
acted nobly, and which ignobly? 
Who is qualified to judge, as some 
propose, on a case by case basis? 
The desired ends of presidential 
action, these years after the war, 
are to right injustices and bring 
healing so that the nation can at last 
move out of the shadow of Vietnam. 
These purposes are best served by a 
general pardon. The problem of 
draft evaders has been painfully 
hard to resolve. On the whole we 
think it best that President Carter 
has at last cut the Gordian knot.

CIA. 
No 
m atter 
what 
Sorensen’s 
abilities, and they are considerable, it 
was an appointment with political over 
tones. That was a kind of luxury the 
new president could ill afford, in view 
of the fact that the CIA in the past three 
years has had three directors with 
resulting 
demoralization 
and 
un­ 
certainty. 
The 
Sorensen 
appointment 
com­ 
pounded an earlier Carter mistake. The 
then president-elect called CIA director 
George Bush to Plains to discuss the 
future of the agency. 
Named 
by 
Richard Nixon to be chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, Bush 
had won wide praise for his takeover of 
the intelligence agency after he had 
served as head of the liaison mission to 
Peking. 
Bush said that, of course, his tenure 
in the CIA was entirely up to the 
president-elect. Carter is said to have 
replied brusquely that Jan. 20 would be 
an appropriate date. 
Bush’s close 
friends believe he was prepared to stay 
on for six months or more in the in­ 
terests of continuity. 
This would have made an orderly and 
friendly transition possible. As it is, the 
CIA is left rudderless. It may be dif­ 
ficult to find another appointee willing 
to take the place after the trial 
Sorensen has been put through. 
The Senate Intelligence committee, 
reconstituted under a new chairman, 
Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D., Honolulu, for 
an oversight function is reported ready 
to proceed with new investigatory 
hearings quite apart from the problem 
of the director. 
These can 
make 
more 
splashy 
headlines like those of the months when 
Sen. Frank Church presided over the 
committee. But this can only contribute 
further to the uncertain status of the 
agency and the doubts over the extent 
of its reach both in overt intelligence 
gathering and in the covert activities 
that, as they surfaced in the Senate 
hearings, caused such an uproar. 
Within the CIA the feeling against 
Sorensen was strong. He was an out­ 
sider with no knowledge of intelligence 
operations. This would mean he must 
start from the beginning in a long 
learning process and how would that 
affect the operation of a complex 
professional operation? 
With so much reported about the 
transition teams and their thorough 
exploration of the whole appointment 
process, it is hard to see how the 
Sorensen 
misfortune 
could 
have 
happened. 
A canvas of the members of the in­ 
telligence 
committee 
would 
have

High prices shock 
Ohio coffee expert 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Three years in 
the retail coffee business have taught 
Gary Allman to trust in his customer’s 
rich tastes. 
But while housewives smoulder over 
spiraling coffee prices, this coffee 
enthusiast is percolating in a state of 
shock. 
“I had to raise prices 55 cents a 
pound this month and it shocked hell 
out of m e,” said Allman, who makes 
special blends of coffee for customers 
at his store, “The Curious Garden,” in 
suburban Madeira, Ohio. 
He charges $3.79 a pound for his 
mixtures that vary from Hawaiian 
Kona to Jam aican, “probably the best 
coffee in the world,” 
“There is a coffee cartel among the 
coffee growing countries and you can’t 
do much about it,” said Allman, whose 
200-pound 
monthly 
coffee 
sales 
dwindled sharply in January. 
But he believes business will rise 
again, someday. 
“The commercial 
coffees just aren’t any good. I don’t 
even drink coffee in restaurants any # 
more. I drink milk,” he said. 
Allman, 30, plunged into the retail < 
coffee business three years ago, fed up 
with “the hassle” of managing large 
discount stores. “It was a zoo,” he said. 
Why coffee? 
“I started by knowing I didn’t like 
most coffee,” he said, and was willing 
to learn. He did know about house

price. 
The new plan, if approved today, 
would allow Columbia to buy the gas 
without contracts from its custom ers 
and

industries, businesses and schools.

commission 
adopted a plan forbidding natural gas 
suppliers from shutting off service to 
residential custom ers for any reason 
except safety until after March 31, the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
ordered Wednesday.

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Ohio Perspective 
Church schools return charters

Humanism is the culprit, they say, and 
with a Supreme Court ruling as their 
lead, two Baptist schools in the state 
have returned their accreditation char­ 
ters to the state Board of Education. 
“ Others of the organization will do 
the same. To have a state charter is to 
compromise.” said Dr. Russell Dennis, 
pastor of Sandusky Baptist Church and 
sponsor of the 
Heritage Christian 
School. 
The organization he mentioned is the 
Christian Schools of Ohio, a Cleveland- 
based association that claims about IOO 
member schools 
with 
some 
5,000 
students throughout the state. 
The Temple Christian School in 
Dayton joined the Heritage school in 


repudiating 
state 
accreditation, 
claiming the court ruling requires that 
the state board “ keep hands off” 
private religious schools. 
In the decision, the Supreme Court 
overturned the convictions of 12 Darke 
County parents, including the Rev. 
Levi Whisner, who had been found to 
have failed to send their children to a 
state-chartered school. The children 
had been attending the Rev. Mr. 
Whisner’s Tabernacle Christian School 
in Bradford, but it had no state charter. 
The court ruled in part that the state 
minimum standards for accreditation 
“ ...overstep 
the 
boundary 
of 
reasonable regulation as applied to 
non-public religious schools.” 
Martin 
W. 
Essex, 
state 
school 
superintendent, said he feared the 
ruling might encourage white flight to 


private schools in the face of court- 
ordered busing. Christian schools na­ 
tionwide hailed the ruling. 
The Rev. Mr. Dennis said his school 
and many within the association admit 
blacks and other minorities. 
Dr. Gerald Flemming, pastor of the 
Dayton Baptist Temple that sponsors 
the school, said keeping the state 
charter would be an “ hypocrisy.” 
“ It’s a matter of conviction,” Dr. 
Flemming said. 
“ You 
know 
that 
religion is being taught in the (public) 
schools. Ifs humanism. The minimum 
standards are permeated with hu­ 
manism. 
“ To say we are working under a 
charter that encompasses humanism 
when we are not, in fact, would be an 
hypocrisy.” 
“ It’s (humanism) is the very op­ 


posite of Christianity. It presents the 
theory of evolution as fact. It presents 
God as a theory.

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Plans moving at a snail's pace 
Rattlesnake Creek watershed project progress report aired

schedule, 
even 
though 
plans 
are 
moving at a snail's pace. 
A field study report from the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service was presented at 
a public meeting Wednesday in the 
Mahan Building on the Fayette County 
Fairgrounds. 
The 
study 
is 
a 
preliminary step in seeking federal 
funding for the project. Construction is 
not expected to begin until late 1979. 
Two officials from the Soil and 
Conservation Service gave the report to 
the project steering committee and 


interested citizens. The project in­ 
cludes 279 square miles of farm 
property located in Fayette. Madison, 
Greene, Clinton, and Highland coun­ 
ties. 
“ Most of the survey has been com­ 
pleted. but we will have to make a 
survey farther down stream ," James 
Reel of the SCS reported. 


Reel added that the present flooding 
situation in the watershed has been 
studied and channel design will begin 
soon. 


The study is expected to take four or 
five months meaning that another 
public meeting will be scheduled for 
No relief 
from frigid 
expected 
blasts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Distorted 
winds in the earth’s upper atmosphere 
are continuing a months-long pattern, 
pulling air south from the frozen Ar­ 
ctic. And the National Weather Service 
says there is no relief in sight for the 
frigid United States. 
About two-thirds of the nation and 
much of the rest of the world is ex­ 
periencing the harshest winter in at 
least five years. 
The weather service says 
there 
appears to be no longterm warming 
trend in sight, forecasting lower than 
normal temperatures over much of the 
East for at least the next two weeks. 
The weather has caused shortages of 
heating 
fuels, 
which 
has 
closed 
businesses and schools in some areas, 
and 
President Carter 
has 
asked 
Congress for emergency authority to 
divert 
natural gas 
to hardest-hit 
regions 
Dr. Donald Gilman, head of the 
weather 
service’s 
Long 
Range 
Prediction Group, said Wednesday that 
Arctic air is moving farther south than 
usual because of a sustained distortion 
in upper atmosphere wind patterns. 
Gilman said earlier that such upper 
wind distortions, with winds circulating 
hundreds of miles farther south than 
normal, are not uncommon but that 
this distortion is different. 
“ What is uncommon is that this 
distortion set in place in September and 
locked in place for four months,” he 
said. Such a pattern allows cold fronts 
from the Arctic Circle to swing as far 
south as Texas and Florida. 
This locked wind pattern not only 
brings the United States cold weather, 
but also gives similar conditions to 
western Europe. Siberia and areas of 
the northern Pacific, Gilman said 
Paradoxically, other areas (rf the 
world are benefiting from the unusual 
flow of frigid air into normally warmer 
climes. Gilman said that as cold north­ 
ern air flows down, warm southern air 
moves to some northern areas 
“ Alaska, northwest Canada, Iceland. 
Greenland, Scandinavia and parts of 
Russia are having a milder winter than 
normal so far." he said. He said some 
parts of Alaska have had record high 


temperatures in the 40s instead of their 
usual sub-zero freeze. 
Gilman said the next 30-day forecast, 
due out Friday, probably would not 
show a great change in these patterns. 
“ There probably isn’t any simple 
underlying reason for all of this,” 
Gilman said. “ It’s just the very com­ 
plicated result of a lot of factors acting 
together in a subtle way. We don’t know 
why and just don’t have the means of 
finding out.”

In essence, the wait until 1979 would 
mean that only a small portion of the 
overall project costs would be levied on 
landowners who benefit from the im­ 
provements. 
R E E L GAVE persons in attendance 
at the meeting an idea of how much of 
the watershed now being studied for 
federal feasibility would be included in 
the project. 
The southern boundary of the project 
would be at U.S. 62-S in Highland 
County because of the cost factor of the 
project. 
The northern boundary is still in 
doubt, but it will go to at least Ohio 729 
in Clinton and Fayette counties. 
The western boundary will extend to 
at least Ohio 729 near Sabina. After the 
channel design study is completed Reel 
said, “ We can have some kind of an­ 
swer for the channels to be made and 
the benefits that can be derived.” 
A brief history of the watershed was 
presented at the meeting Wednesday. 
The area had been plagued by major 
floods in 1959,1963, 1964, and 1968. After 
the May 1968 flood, farmers along the 
CCC Highway-W prepared a petition 
for cleaning the creek. 
When commissioners and engineers 
studied the situation, they felt that 
since 
work 
needed 
to 
be 
done 
throughout the watershed federal funds 
should be sought. 
In 
1969, 
the 
Rattlesnake 
Creek 
project was ranked 63rd on the ap­ 


plication list of Ohio projects. The 
steering committee learned that the 
watershed could be moved to the top of 
the priority list if area residents would 
pay certain engineering costs. 
Commissioners and Soil and Water 
Conservation supervisors voted to pay 
the costs. The money, up to $60,000, 
would be borrowed from a state fund 
and paid back by local assessments. 
This moved the watershed project 
near the top of the priority list. 
However, 
hopes of qualifying 
for 
federal funds faded in 1975. 
The 
steering 
committee 
then 
petitioned the commissioners to clean 
the main stream of Rattlesnake and to 


use local assessments to cover the 
costs. 
Before the commissioners could hold 
the first hearing on the petition, the SCS 
said it would proceed and complete a

On Sunday night, he expanded the 
emergency declaration in Dayton to the 
entire state.

promptly agreed to his request to 
return in special 
session to lend 
statutory support, although Rhodes has 
yet to ask for any specific action by the 
General Assembly. 
In rapid fire succession, the governor 
then wrote President Carter asking 
him to “ take all possible steps” to get 
gas for Ohio, and invited the state con­ 
gressional delegation to a meeting in 
his office, offering a state plane for 
transportation from Washington. That 
meeting was canceled after the con­ 
gressmen met on their own with gas 
company executives in Washington. 
On Wednesday, the fourth day of the 
statewide emergency, Rhodes set up a 
state energy crisis center with a toll- 
free hotline telephone, and scheduled a 
prayer meeting for Saturday in the 
Statehouse rotunda. 
“ We’re not praying for ourselves,” 
he said, “ we are praying for the vic­ 
tims.” 
Also on Wednesday, the 67-year-old 
governor, at a subdued meeting with 
newsmen, abruptly and with uncertain 
authority, lifted environmental con­ 
trols on high-sulfur coal emissions from 
smokestacks. He had met Tuesday with 
the midwest chief of the Environmental

FBI opens 
dock union 
investigation 


M IA M I (A P) — The F B I says it is 
subpoenaing hundreds of longshore 
union leaders and shipping officials at 
ports along the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts in an investigation of alleged 
organized crime involvement in the 
union and payoffs by management.

"M y contract was for 
only 14 days in Puerto Rico and I only 
Golf ball makers hit shank 
with 'happy non-hooker'

Every golfer who ever threw his soul 
into a round-house swing and watched 
the ball soar toward some Godforsaken 
jungle should have a vested interest in 
a meeting of the game's rulesmakers in 
Atlanta this weekend 
It copcerns the legality of science’s 
latest antidote to stomach ulcers and 
frayed tempers — a golf ball that 
straightens out its trajactory in flight. 
It is a sort of non-hook, non-slice ball, 
but that, according to its inventors, is 
overstating the case 
The ball is the creation of two Pacific 
Coast scientists — Dr 
Frej Holm- 
strom. profesuor of physics at San Jose 
State, Calif., and Janiel Nepela. an 
advisory chemist with IBM — who have 
been working on the project for IO 
years. 
By 
applying 
the 
theory 
of 
ae­ 
rodynamics to the traditional dimples 
on the surface of the ball, they have 
come up with a pellet that meets all 
specifications of the U.S. Golf Associ­ 
ation in weight 
1.62 ounces), size 


(minimum of 1.68 inches in diameter) 
and initial velocity. 
The only diffarence lies in its dimple 
structure — some of the dimples deeper 
than 
others 
— 
“ to 
minimize 
the 
deviation of the hall from the intended 
path caused by hooking or slicing." 
In effect, it corrects its flight in mid­ 
air. It does so legally — no mirrors, no 
hidden radar, no gimmickry. 
Their big problem has been to have 
the project taken seriously. Pundits 
are inclined to call it the “ happy non- 
hooker." 
That is what seems to worry the 
USGA brass which has come up with an 
addition to Rule 2 specifying that the 
ball must be “ spherical in shape ... 
have equal aerodynamic properties 
and equal moments of inertia about any 
axis through its center." 
The California inventors, who already 
have patented the new' ball, tested it 
and started manufacturing it under the 
name of Polara Enterprises, regard 
this as a move to outlaw their brain­ 
child 
They are flying to Atlanta with their 
lawyers to fight the “ Battle of the 


Duffers” before the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the U.S. Golf Association, 
holding its annual convention there. 
The argument of attorney William 
Coblentz, representing the inventors, is 
that all balls presently approved have 
varying dimples and as a result dif­ 
ferences in aerodynamic properties 
The suggested rule change would 
“ raise questions...as to its basic un­ 
fairness 
for 
new 
and 
innovative 
changes,” he insists. 
Frank Thomas, technical director of 
the USGA, argues that the new concept 
“ might reduce the skill required to play 
and therefore be detrimental to the 
game." 
The inventors deny this. 
“ Our purpose is to keep the game 
moving and make it more enjoyable for 
everybody by reducing the time in the 
rough,” Dr. Holstrom said. He added 
that the ball had been tested by well­ 
known professionals who acclaimed it 
as being “ straighter and truer." 
Nepela insists that “ although our ball 
may be in bounds more often than other 
balls, golfing skill is still needed to play 
the game.

Biletnikoff urges 
Pro Bowl retailoring

N EW YO RK (A P) — Super Bowl 
hero Fred Biletnikoff considers the Pro 
Bowl a tail to the pro football season 
that should be either retailored or 
chopped off completely. 
“ The 
season 
is 
too 
long 
and 
demanding already,” the rangy wide 
receiver of the champion Oakland 
Raiders said. “ If the Pro Bowl must 
continue I think two changes should be 
made: 
“ One, the teams should be picked by 
the players alone, not the coaches; two, 
the prize money should be increased to 
make playing in the game worthwhile. 
“ As it is, players who don’t qualify 
for the playoffs are compelled to keep 
in shape for an extra month. The 
players’ purse is ridiculous. When I 
played in Miami, it cost me $800 out of 
my pocket.” 
Biletnikoff said if the team selections 
were confined to the players there 
would be a greater number of younger 
men chosen. 
“ The inclination has been,” he ad­ 
ded, “ to keep bringing back the same 
old names because they are better 
known to the public. From experience, 
I have found that most players are tired 
of football by the time they reach the 
game. 
They 
just 
go 
through 
the 
motions. None wants to take a chance 
on getting hurt.’’ 
He defended those players who have 
been criticized for not competing once 
picked. Fran Tarkenton, quarterback 
of Minnesota’s beaten Super Bowl 
Vikings, came in for particular abuse 
this year for begging off. “ It ’s unfair,” 
Biletnikoff said. “ Nobody should feel 
bound to play." 
The current Pro Bowl pay scale is 
$2,000 for each man on the winning 
team, $1,500 for the losers.

The title gives the impression 
the novel will focus on the “will 
they or Won’t they” nuts-and- 
bolts business of trying to get 
the ill-fated vessel up from the 
depths of the North Atlantic. 
Not so. There are only a few 
pages devoted to the actual me­ 
chanics of raising the ship, 
which, incidentally, does get 
raised. 
But the “whys” and “hows” 
that surround the reasons for 
raising the ship — well, that’s 
where the reader finds the fun 
and games. 
The book is actually in two 
phases, the first being a gov­ 
ernment quest for a special ele­ 
ment that is extremely rare 
and is also the key part of a 
special defense system to end 
all defense systems. 
Unfortunately, the element is 
apparently on Soviet soil. But a 
super-secret investigation finds 
out that the element was se­ 
cretly mined by the U.S. years 
earlier for other reasons and 
was being shipped to America 
but never arrived. Right! It 
had been shipped on board the 
Titanic. Then comes the second 
phase — plans for raising it 
and the problems generated 
when it becomes a race be­ 
tween two superpowers to get 
the sunken cargo.

The expert accumulates a 
good portion of his ill-gotten 
gains from the so-called bread- 
and-butter hands. He does 
nothing brilliant or spectacular 
in these hands; he simply does 
things the way they’re supposed 
to be done. 
For a typical example, 
consider this deal where South 
went dpwn in four hearts. West 
led the king of diamonds and 
continued with the queen, which 
declarer ruffed. South played 
the A-K of trumps and, when it 


developed that East had the Q- 
J-6-5 of hearts, declarer went 
down one. 
South could argue with some 
justification that the outcome 
was attributable to bad luck, 
but the fact remains that 
declarer himself was to blame 
for the defeat. He neglected to 
play the hand properly. 
After ruffing the second 
diamond and leading the ace of 
hearts, declarer should have 
played a low club to the jack in 
order to make the next trump 
lead from dummy. 
In the actual case, this 
method of play would have 
succeeded. If East follows low 
on the second trump lead, South 
makes a safety play of the eight, 
thus guaranteeing the loss of 
only one trump trick, whether 
or not West follows suit. 
If East chooses to play the 
jack on the trump lead from 
dummy, South is equally suc­ 
cessful. He wins the jack with 
the king, returns the ten to 
East’s queen, and again limits 
himself to one trump loser. 
It is true that the suggested 
method of play would fail if 
West had turned out to be the 
player with four trumps to the 
Q-J. But in that case, no other 
sensible line of play could 
succeed either, and the effort to 
guard against a 4-1 trump 
division would have proved to 
be merely an idle exercise.

She Has a 'Right'to Fatigue 


Even after a good night’s 
sleep I awake each morning 
with a tremendous feeling of 
fatigue. Sometimes I’m barely 
able to get through my daily 
obligations at home and with 
the children. My in-laws have 
given my husband the idea that 
this is 
all 
psychological, 
because otherwise I’m in good 
health. — Mrs. L.H., Maine 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
In-laws and husbands are 
rarely around during the day to 
witness the exhausting activity 
of running a home. If they were, 
they would be less likely to 
consider your fatigue as being 
“psychological.” 
I’ve always felt it would be a 
revelation to husbands if they 
were to follow the course of 
their wives’ daily activity in the 
home. 
A friend of mine admitted 
that once he settles himself 
down to read his paper as he 
commutes to his office he blocks 
out the chaotic scene that he 
leaves behind. He says that he 
allocates to his wife the job of 
caring for the children, taking 
them to school, feeding them, 
dressing the little ones, shop­ 
ping for food, cleaning the 
house, doing the laundry, taking 
the children to the doctor, to the 
orthodontist, to music lessons, 
to parties, and then preparing 
the dinner. 


While all of this is going on he 
says facetiously that he takes 
care of the major problems: 
nuclear energy, ecology, peace 
in the Middle East, and 
establishing borders between 
India and Pakistan.

Coal ruling 
may have 
little effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
- Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ executive order 
removing environmental restrictions 
on use of high sulfur coal gives the 
state’s coal industry a 
temporary 
reprieve. 
But whether it will have any kind of 
impact on the state’s critical natural 
gas shortage remained a 
question 
today. 
State EPA officials said early checks 
Wednesday indicated as many as 200 
medium and small sized industries 
have equipment that could be switched 
from gas to coal—boilers installed 
originally for coal but later changed to 
gas. 
However, Allan Franks of the Ohio 
EPA said he didn’t know how many 
would want to make the change. He 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
governor’s 
declaration of an emergency in Ohio is 
not permanent, and that any industry 
making the switch ultimately would 
face Ohio’s permit and surveillance 
procedures. 
William Costello, a spokesman for 
the Ohio Manufacturers Association, 
said he could not say how many in­ 
dustries are capable of reconverting to 
coal, but that many of them stand to get 
immediate relief from a second part of 
Rhodes’ action which permits the use of 
so-called “No. 6” fuel oil, available 
from refineries in neighboring Ken­ 
tucky and some other locations. 
Robert S. Ryan, director of the Ohio 
Resources and Development Agency, 
said at least one Ohio refinery in the 
Findlay area, which formerly produced 
fuel oil, can be reopened as a result of 
Rhodes’ move.

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Wind-whipped snow leaves motorists stranded 
New cold wave worsens energy crisis

Snow squalls hit sections of northern 
Ohio Wednesday night, with wind- 
whipped snow that cut visibility, sent 
drifting snow across highways and left 
many motorists stranded. 
The National Weather Service said 
movement of an arctic air mass into 
the region also produced unusual 
thunderstorm activity in parts of the 
state. 
At least one death was attributed to 
the weather. Leon Jenny, 72, of Van 
Wert was crushed between two vehicles 
while trying to push a car that got stuck 


during a blizzard on a rural road south 
of Van Wert, authorities reported. 
Wind whipping a television antenna 
against a 12,000-volt power line was 
blamed for a fire that destroyed a two- 
story frame home at Fostoria. No one 
was injured. 
The area south of Toledo was hit 
heavily by the storm, with most roads, 
including some main highways, closed. 
Shelters 
were 
opened 
to 
help 
stranded motorists at the Wood County 
Courthouse in Bowling Green and at 
some points in Sandusky and Fulton 
counties. 


Among the sites used for shelters 
were a bowling alley in Bellevue and 
police and fire stations at some other 
places. 
Residents of western Pennsylvania 
and Ohio had to contend with wind 
gusts as high as 60 miles per hour in 
some regions.

State school closings 
expected within week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
students who already have three 
“c’s”—cool, chilly and cc-cold—in 
curriculums began to get a fourth 
“c”—closed—this 
week 
as 
school 
districts began shutting down due to the 
fuel shortage. 
Six small districts in five counties are 
closed for lack of natural gas to heat 
schools. 
Ohio schools Supt. Martin W. Essex 
said the worst is yet to come. 
“I see, in the areas served by 
Columbia Gas (of Ohio) and the Dayton 
Power & Light Co., sweeping closings 
within the next week,” Essex said. 
‘‘Our information would lead to that 
conclusion. 
We 
have 
enough 
in­ 
formation to substantiate that.” 


Columbia Gas Co says it will send 
notices next week to many schools and 
other large commercial users telling 
them they have exceeded their winter 
allotments of gas and will get no more 
of the fuel until April. 
A Columbia spokesman said most 
school districts in its service area 
probably have exceeded allotments or 
will have by next week. 
Columbia Gas supplies natural gas to 
56 counties in north central, central, 
eastern and southeastern Ohio. 
Dayton Power and Light serves all or 
parts of 24 counties in western Ohio. 
A spokesman in Essex’ department 
said at least BO districts have given 
notice of definite closing dates. A few 
have included hoped for reopening 


Others only passable 
Drifting snow closes

Drifting snow caused by strong

Garringer said he hoped to have 
primary roads, such as Palmer and 
Robinson roads, opened to at least one 
lane of traffic by 12 noon today 
“It’s just not safe for people to be out 
on the roads. They’ll get stuck,” 
Garringer said. 


Fayette County Sheriff’s Sgt. William 
R. Crooks said that by 9 a.m. today the

more than 600 telephone calls from 
motorists requesting assistance or 
from residents requesting information 
about road conditions. 
The severe winter weather and 
drifting snow also forced massive 
cancellations.

Carter told reporters that quick 
action is needed because the gas 
shortage precipitated by unusually cold 
Weather east of the Rocky Mountains 
has already closed some 4.000 plants, 
forced layoffs of an estimated 400,000 
persons and is now threatening those 
who use natural gas to heat their 
homes.

Frozen service lines have caused 
some Broadway Street residents to be 
without water for as much as two 
weeks. 
But, the local Ohio Army National 
Guard unit, in cooperation With the City 
of 
Washington 
CH., 
launched 
a 
program Wednesday to deliver vital 
water supplies to more than a dozen 
Broadway Street families. 
A 500-gallon tank was filled at the 
city’s expense Wednesday afternoon 
and taken by Ohio National Guard 
members to Broadway Street where 
residents were invited to fill con­ 
tainers. 
Some Broadway Street residents 
reported they had been without water 
in their homes for 10 days to two weeks. 
Some of the families had infants and 
small children. 
Before Wednesday, residents without 
water had been borrowing water from 
neighbors for drinking purposes, to 
flush toilets and for bathing. 
The tank was placed in the 1000 block 
of Broadway Street for more than two 
hours Wednesday night and about 10 
families took advantage of the service. 
The 
Ohio 
National 
Guard 
was 
scheduled to return to the Broadway 
Street area today to deliver water to 
more families. 
Raldon M. Smith, director of the 
Fayette 
County 
Disaster 
Services 
Agency, said he and Washington C.H. 
City Manager George H. Shapter 


requested the assistance of the Ohio 
National Guard unit Wednesday after 
the city administration building began 
receiving complaints. 
Smith said residents in the 1000 block 
of Broadway Street drew appoximately 
200 gallons of water from the 500-gallon 
tank Wednesday. 
Capt. Larry Hott, commander of the 
local Ohio Army National Guard unit, 
was in charge of the water program. 
“The public just doesn’t realize what 
the National Guard can do for them if 
they just ask,” said Hott, who is also a 
police specialist with the Washington 
C.H. Police Department. 
Broadway Street residents said they 
had reported the problems to the Ohio 
Water Service Co hut had received no 
assistance. 
Joe Burbage, office manager of the 
Ohio Water Service Co., said the 
problem in the Broadway Street area 
was created by frozen service lines 
under private property. 
“The maintenance of the service line 
itself is the responsibility of the 
property owner,” Burbage said. 
“If there’s anything we could do in 
this situation, I’m sure we’d do it,” 
Burbage stated 
He said service lines in the Broadway 
Street are old and were installed at 
shallow depths. Most of the lines are 
only 16 tp 18 inches deep and he said the 
ground is presently frozen at depths of 
24 inches. 
Everitt Robbins, manager of the Ohio 
Water Service Co., said since 1966 the 


water company has been installing new 
lines four and a half feet deep 
Meanwhile, the water company has 
offered Washington C.H. residents who 
are without water the use of the 
company’s filter plant off N. North 
Street. The company said residents are 
“welcome to draw any quantity of 
water they need at no charge.” 
Robbins also said that snow is a 
“ready source of water and can be 
melted to flush toilets.” 
Water company officials said the 
Broadway Street area is not the only 
area of Washington C.H 
in which 
problems have been experienced. 
The company has experienced a 
broken water main on Elm Street and 
ruptured service lines on Peabody

Burbage said the company has also 
received reports of approximately 150 
frozen water meters and ruptured 
pipes in homes.

White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell told reporters: “With regard to 


speculation about a new CIA director, 
it’s a little early to be speculating about

Perishables dealers fear backlash

Fruit and vegetable dealers have no 
illusions about the way custom ers will 
react over the next two weeks when 
prices skyrocket and shelves will be all 
but em pty because of the Florida 
freeze. 
“This is a bad tim e of the year 
anyw ay," said retailer Jim Humbert of 
Cincinnati. 
“ As soon as tom atoes get out of line, 
people 
tail 
off. 
They’ll 
just 
buy 
som ething else. 
“ I don’t think you are going to 
com pare this with the problem of 
coffee, th ere’s too big a m arket to draw 
from. I don’t think the im pact is going 
to be unbelievable.” 
A 
survey 
of 
superm arkets, 
w holesalers and retailers in Ohio in­ 
dicated that tom atoes, com , beans, 
some squash products, celery and 
lettuce and cabbage will be all but 


nonexistent on retail shelves over the 
next two months. 
“ Prices are going crazy and you 
c a n ’t even get the products,” com ­ 
plained a spokesman for a Cleveland- 
based 
superm arket 
group, 
who 
declined to be quoted by nam e. 
“ I hate to say that prices are going to 
go way up because consum ers will get 
scared and m aybe then they’ll com e in 
over the weekend and buy up a lot of 
w hat’s on hand and w e’ll have a 
shortage and w e’ll have a whole new 
problem then.” 
“They were well prepared for it,” 
said Joe Lessure, m anager of Caruso & 
Cirisi. a Cincinnati-based wholesaler 
supplying 
independents 
and 
restaurants. He said custom ers are 
m ore interested in obtaining fruits and 
vegetables than worrying about in­ 
flated prices. Tomatoes, for exam ple, 
have gone up from $8.50 to $14-$16 for a 
20-pound case of Mexican in the last 10 


days. 
“We’re not getting too m any kicks on 
quality,”

frozen. “They want this stuff. They 
don’t care w hat it costs.

“ I’m a senior conservative. I vote for 
defense. And there is a growing in­ 
tolerance for som e people who do not 
support the straight liberal line of the 
D em ocratic p a rty ,” Sikes said.

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For healing, a pardon 


When President Carter kept his 
campaign 
promise 
and 
granted 
Vietnam War draft evaders an 
unconditional pardon, he touched a 
highly 
sensitive 
nerve 
in 
the 
American consciousness. This ac­ 
tion brought an immediate out­ 
pouring of divergent opinion; some 
thought the President had gone 
much too far. others that he had not 
gone far enough. 
The sense of outrage voiced by 
many in veterans’ organizations is 
understandable. 
There 
is 
some 
justification for their belief that the 
pardon is an affront to comrades 
who were wounded or killed in 
combat while others eligible for 
service got out of fighting. Many 
who for various reasons see the 
matter otherwise nevertheless feel a 
keen empathy with this point of 
view. 
On balance, however, it is our 
opinion that President Carter has 
acted wisely. Many though not all 
who balked at serving in that con­ 


flict, which most of us ultimately 
saw as being contrary to both 
American 
ideals and 
American 
interests, are not restored as ac­ 
cepted members of our society. This 
should do much to heal the still 
painful wounds of a military in­ 
volvement 
which 
the 
American 
people had come to abhor long 
before it ended. 
The pardon leaves one major 
category untouched; the deserters. 
Most of these were men from poor 
and minority families, without fair 
access to the lawyers and counselors 
who helped more affluent youths 
evade 
conscription. 
Many 
were 
drafted into the service and then, 
belatedly understanding the nature 
of the w ar they were called upon to 
fight, ran away. For them, too, 
justice should be tempered with 
mercy. 
Iii us 
we 
welcome 
the 
Pentagon review of the deserters’ 
cases with a view to possible later 
action. 
As to the draft evaders, it is of 


course likely that some were im­ 
pelled by other than lofty motives. 
Probably not all of them acted in 
protest against a pernicious war 
they could not bring themselves to 
supi»rt. 
Doubtless 
some 
were 
motivated 
less 
by 
principled 
resistance to the war than by a 
simple desire not to be caught up in 
pointless fighting; some, perhaps, 
were outright cowards. 
But who is to say which of them 
acted nobly, and which ignobly? 
Who is qualified to judge, as some 
propose, on a case by case basis? 
The desired ends of presidential 
action, these years after the war, 
are to right injustices and bring 
healing so that the nation can at last 
move out of the shadow of Vietnam. 
These purposes are best served by a 
general pardon. The problem of 
draft evaders has been painfully 
hard to resolve. On the whole we 
think it best that President Carter 
has at last cut the Gordian knot.

In the opinion of this observer, 
Jim my Carter was mistaken in naming 
Theodore Sorensen to be director of the 
CIA. 
No 
m atter 
what 
Sorensen’s 
abilities, and they are considerable, it 
was an appointment with political over 
tones. That was a kind of luxury the 
new president could ill afford, in view 
of the fact that the CIA in the past three 
years has had three directors with 
resulting 
demoralization 
and 
un­ 
certainty. 
The 
Sorensen 
appointment 
com­ 
pounded an earlier Carter mistake. The 
then president-elect called CIA director 
George Bush to Plains to discuss the 
future of the agency. 
Named by 
Richard Nixon to be chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, Bush 
had won wide praise for his takeover of 
the intelligence agency after he had 
served as head of the liaison mission to 
Peking. 
Bush said that, of course, his tenure 
in the CIA was entirely up to the 
president-elect. Carter is said to have 
replied brusquely that Jan. 20 would be 
an appropriate date. Bush’s close 
friends believe he was prepared to stay 
on for six months or more in the in­ 
terests of continuity. 
This would have made an orderly and 
friendly transition possible. As it is, the 
CIA is left rudderless. It may be dif­ 
ficult to find another appointee willing 
to take the place after the trial 
Sorensen has been put through. 
The Senate Intelligence committee, 
reconstituted under a new chairman. 
Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D., Honolulu, for 
an oversight function is reported ready 
to proceed with new investigatory 
hearings quite apart from the problem 
of the director. 
These can 
make 
more 
splashy 
headlines like those of the months when 
Sen. Frank Church presided over the 
committee. But this can only contribute 
further to the uncertain status of the 
agency and the doubts over the extent 
of its reach both in overt intelligence 
gathering and in the covert activities 
that, as they surfaced in the Senate 
hearings, caused such an uproar. 
Within the CIA the feeling against 
Sorensen was strong. He was an out­ 
sider with no knowledge of intelligence 
operations. This would mean he must 
start from the beginning in a long 
learning process and how would that 
affect the operation of a complex 
professional operation? 
With so much reported about the 
transition teams and their thorough 
exploration of the whole appointment 
process, it is hard to see how the 
Sorensen 
misfortune 
could 
have 
happened. 
A canvas of the members of the in­ 
telligence 
committee 
would 
have 
shown the likelihood of Sorensen’s fate, 
given his background. It is fair to ask 
whether such a canvas was made and 
why, if it was Sorensen’s was never­ 
theless put in such a humiliating 
position. 
Was his nomination seen as a payoff 
to the Kennedy faction of the party? If 
that was the intention, it was doubly 
unfortunate. The current report is that 
Sergeant Shriver will be named am ­ 
bassador to Mexico. Shriver, who was 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern’s 
vice 
presidential 
candidate 
in 
1972, 
is 
m arried to Eunice Kennedy, sister of 
Sen. Edward Kennedy. 
Shriver, like Sorensen, has shown 
outstanding ability in several positions 
beginning with the initiation of the 
Peace Corps. But his knowledge of 
Mexico and Latin America is minimal. 
At this point, with 
Mexico going 
through a financial crisis under a new 
president, a pro with broad background 
is essential to replace the retiring 
ambassador, Joseph John Jova, who 
has been first-rate in a period of tur­ 
moil.

High prices shock 
Ohio coffee expert 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Three years in 
the retail coffee business have taught 
Gary Allman to trust in his customer’s 
rich tastes. 
But while housewives smoulder over 
spiraling coffee prices, this coffee 
enthusiast is percolating in a state of 
shock. 
“I had to raise prices 55 cents a 
pound this month and it shocked hell 
out of m e,” said Allman, who makes 
special blends of coffee for customers 
at his store, “The Curious Garden,” in 
suburban Madeira, Ohio. 
He charges $3.79 a pound for his 
mixtures that vary from Hawaiian 
Kona to Jam aican, “probably the best 
coffee in the world,” 
“There is a coffee cartel among the 
coffee growing countries and you can’t 
do much about it,” said Allman, whose

sales 
dwindled sharply in January. 
But he believes business will rise 
again, someday. “The commercial 
coffees just aren’t any good. I don’t 
even drink coffee in re.staurants any 
more. I drink milk,” he said.

Columbia Gas of Ohio last year asked 
and got commission approval of a plan

protects 
it

buying 
emergency, high priced natural gas for 
the curtailed segment of its service 
area. The gas company did that after 
the Ohio legislature last year passed a 
bill that prevents the gas companies 
from 
passing 
the 
extra 
cost 
of 
emergency 
gas 
on 
to 
residential 
customers. 
Columbia, fearing 
it 
might 
buy 
emergency gas and then find no 
customers, devised a contractual plan 
that 
forces 
curtailed 
customers 
wanting emergency gas to promise to 
buy a specified amount at a specified 
price. 
The new plan, if approved today, 
would allow Columbia to buy the gas 
without contracts from its customers 
and 
spread 
the 
additional 
cost 
throughout 
the 
curtailed 
sector— 
industries, businesses and schools. 
On 
Wednesday 
the 
commission 
adopted a plan forbidding natural gas 
suppliers from shutting off service to 
residential customers for any reason 
except safety until after March 31, the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
ordered Wednesday. 
The commission, 
which 
is 
now 
meeting daily to deal with Ohio’s 
energy shortage, adopted the order 
because of the “severity of the winter 
and the possible consequences.’’ 
The action followed a suspension 
earlier in the day by Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes of regulations 
that forbid 
burning of high-sulfur Ohio coal. 
Natural gas supplies have run so 
short that gas companies have cur­ 


tailed service to industrial and com­ 
mercial 
users, 
including 
schools. 
Utility executives and government offi­ 
cials are predicting that most Ohio 
schools and a majority of industry may

customers begin a serious conservation 
program.

congressional delegation huddled with 
representatives of natural gas com­ 
panies for three hours Wednesday to 
discuss the state’s energy crunch, but 
little apparently was accomplished. 
“There was a lot of demogoguery 
from the politicians and poor answers 
from the utilities, who have difficulty 
explaining 
their 
complicated 
problems,” 
said 
Republican 
Rep. 
Clarence J. Brown. 
Brown thought the individual utilities 
would have to, meet separately with 
their congressmen in the future to lay 
out their case. 
Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum, a 
Democrat, said the utilities probably 
learned that many in the delegation are 
skeptical of their positions. For in­ 
stance, the senator said he remained 
unconvinced that the utilities were 
doing 
everything 
they 
could 
to 
maximize supply of natural gas. 
The utility representatives said they 
supported 
President 
Carter’s 
emergency legislation to allow extra 
gas purchases at uncontrolled prices, 
and, as a 
long-term solution, the 
deregulation of natural gas prices. 
Metzenbaum said federal studies 
have shown that deregulation would

Memories of the Vietnam War are 
not as short as newly elected President 
Jimmy 
Carter 
might 
imagine. 
Americans remember well the great 
sacrifices that were made in that war— 
and those that were not. 
“Bring the boys home from Viet­ 
nam ” may have been an appropriate 
enough slogan in the closing days of a 
long and frustrating conflict, but to 
apply it to the “boys” hiding out in 
Canada and other sanctuaries chosen 
by draft evaders in somethimg else 
again. 
As an emotional issue, President 
Carter’s proposed blanket pardon for 
draft-dodgers is explosive, and un­ 
derstandably so. Pardoning those who 
shirked 
their 
legal 
and 
moral 
obligations is an affront to the great 
majority who served honorably and 
courageously during that protracted 
war. 
They have every right to feel of­ 
fended, and obviously many of them do. 
Equally outraged at the President’s 
decision are the parents, widows, and 
orphans of the 56,000 Americans who 
lost their lives in the service of their 
country during the war. 
On the other side, emotions have 
been stirred among the families of 
draft dodgers at the prospects of seeing 
their sons and husbands again after 
years of self-imposed exile outside this 
country. 
I have signed a bipartisn letter, along 
with 
120 
fellow 
House 
members, 
directed 
to 
President 
Carter, 
requesting his consideration of his 
decision to issue a padon to all Vietnam 
era draft evaders. 
The President’s ill-conceived and 
impractical plan to wipe the slate clean 
for these evaders has grave im­ 
plications for our military capability in 
the years ahead. 
At stake are the success of any future 
draft, the effectiveness of military 
justice, 
and 
the 
maintenance 
of 
essential 
military 
morale 
and 
discipline. 
We may spend billions to upgrade our 
defense technology and to develop 
sophisticated weapons systems, but if 
we put them in the hands of individuals 
who will of their own vilition decide 
when they will and will not do battle, 
our efforts and our resources will have 
been wasted. 


President C arter’s attempts to draw 
wide distinctions between draft evasion 
and desertion have tended to obscure 
the fact that both are violations of 
federal law. Regardless of whether 
these individuals deserted or evaded 
the draft, and regardless of the number 
of years that have passed since their 
offenses, they are no less guilty or less 
subject to penalties under the law. 
I am not willing to accept our new 
President’s curious logic that somehow 
those who turned their backs on their 
country and fled from their obligations 
are somehow due more consideration 
than those who went to prison for their 
beliefs or went to Vietnam and later 
deserted. 
Many deserters were, in fact, highly 
decorated 
combat 
veterans. 
Most 
apparently left the service because of 
personal problems related to money, 
family life, illness, inability to adjust, 
and the like. 
A blanket pardon will necessitate 
reviewing all 300,000-plus less than 
honorable discharges received by those 
who participated in the Vietnam War. 
That will be an enormous task, as well 
as an unnecessary one. The pardon 
plan has already led to suggestions by 
some that deserters also be awarded 
full veterans’ benefits. That is utterly 
ridiculous! 
It should be noted that these of­ 
fenders had their chance to come home 
a long time ago. President Ford’s 
Clemency Board reviewed the cases of 
draft evaders and military deserters on 
an individual basis for 15 months. Of 
the 113,337 cases eligible to be heard, 
only 21,729 applied for consideration, or 
approximately 19 per cent. 
Draft dodgers and deserters had 
ample time to take advantage of the 
opportunity to earn a clean record. 
I am convinced that a majority of 
Americans are opposed to a blanket 
pardon. They expect and are entitled to 
more 
than 
the 
unresponsive, 
un­ 
disciplined and undependable military 
force that could result from setting 
such a precedent. 
Our nation has not survived for 200 
years on the strength of fair-weather 
military defenders who serve only at 
their convenience. And if we allow our 
military conscription laws to be broken 
with impunity, we will not survive 
another 200.

LOS A N G E L E S (A P ) - Peter Boyle, 
a New York actor, a physically big man 
with a wild but gentle sense of humor, 
paused in front of the Hollywood Brown 
Derby, the “ dining room of the stars 
since 1929.” 
“ Look at that thing go,” he said 
softly, 
admiringly, 
inspecting 
a 
revolving 
tray 
of 
pastry. 
“ Fatty 
Arbuckle strikes again ..." 
Then he eased inside to chat about 
“ Tail Gunner Joe,” an NBG film, airing 
on Feb. 6. He’s its star, cast as the late, 
Red-hunting Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, 
R-Wis., and it is safe to say that he and 
the senator have very little in common. 
For starters, Boyle used to pal 
around 
with 
Abbie 
Hoffman. 
And 
Boyle’s 
father 
was 
a 
Roosevelt 
Democrat. And he calls himself a 
“ progressive Democrat.” 
Now. with 
this 
background, 
one 
might think he felt a bit whacky playing 
a man who added another ism — 
McCarthyism — to the lexicon with his 
charges of Communist infiltration in 
the government in the 1950s. 
“ Naw, I didn’t feel whacky doing it,” 
Boyle said in his high, lilting voice. 
“ The issues, all that, are outside of it. 
You just get interested in a human 
being, in what he’s feeling about what 
he’s doing. 
“ The ideology of it can go either way. 
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Barrel of lettuce helps out birds 


I mean, he could’ve been right-wing, 
left-wing” — his Irish face lit up as he 
mentally bounced around the possi­ 
bilities — “ or chicken wing.” 
Boyle does that often, 
tosses in 
whimsical thoughts or voices, almost 
like a softer Jonathan Winters, no 
doubt echoing his early days in Chir 
cago’s “ Second City” improvisational 
troupe. 
Now 40, the Philadelphia-born actor

Brothers spent 14 years in acting ob­ 
scurity before hitting it big in 1970 as a 
loud, bullying, blue-collar bigot in a 
film called “ Joe.” 
It led to other featured roles in films 
as diverse as “ Young Frankenstein” 
and “ The Friends of Eddie Coyle,” 
with funny, offbeat trips into the truly 
absurd in “ Slither” and his favorite, 
“ Steelyard Blues.” 
He pondered a moment when asked 
what, after all his research on the 
character of Sen. Joseph McCarthy, he 
thought that bombastic, much-feared 
Capitol Hill customer was like. 
He was like a split personality, Boyle 
said, a demon when grilling witnesses 
in front of TV cameras, and “ a really 
charming and kind of enjoyable guy” in 
private.

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O hio P e rsp e ctive 
Church schools return charters

Humanism is the culprit, they say, and 
with a Supreme Court ruling as their 
lead, two Baptist schools in the state 
have returned their accreditation char­ 
ters to the state Board of Education. 
“ Others of the organization will do 
the same. To have a state charter is to 
compromise,” said Dr. Russell Dennis, 
pastor of Sandusky Baptist Church and 
sponsor of the Heritage 
Christian 
School. 
The organization he mentioned is the 
Christian Schools of Ohio, a Cleveland- 
based association that claims about IOO 
member 
schools 
with 
some 
5,000 
students throughout the state. 
The Temple Christian School in 
Dayton joined the Heritage school in 


repudiating 
state 
accreditation, 
claiming the court ruling requires that 
the state board “ keep hands off” 
private religious schools 
In the decision, the Supreme Court 
overturned the convictions of 12 Darke 
County parents, including the Rev. 
Levi Whisner, who had been found to 
have failed to send their children to a 
state-chartered school. The children 
had been attending the Rev. 
Mr. 
Whisner’s Tabernacle Christian School 
in Bradford, but it had no state charter. 
The court ruled in part that the state 
minimum standards for accreditation 
“ ...overstep 
the 
boundary 
of 
reasonable regulation as applied to 
non-public religious schools.” 
Martin 
W 
Essex, 
state 
school 
superintendent, said he feared the 
ruling might encourage white flight to 


private schools in the face of court- 
ordered busing. Christian schools na­ 
tionwide hailed the ruling. 
The Rev. Mr. Dennis said his school 
and many within the association admit 
blacks and other minorities. 
Dr. Gerald Flemming, pastor of the 
Dayton Baptist Temple that sponsors 
the school, said keeping the state 
charter would be an “ hypocrisy.” 
“ It’s a matter of conviction,” Dr. 
Flemming 
said. 
“ You 
know 
that 
religion is being taught in the (public) 
schools. It’s humanism. The minimum 
standards are permeated with hu­ 
manism. 
“ To say we are working under a 
charter that encompasses humanism 
when we are not, in fact, would be an 
hypocrisy.” 
“ Ifs (humanism) is the very op­ 


posite of Christianity. It presents the 
theory of evolution as fact. It presents 
God as a theory. It presents man as his 
own savior and the Bible as a book of 
fables. It approves of situation ethics. 
The Bible teaches just the opposite.” 
The two schools’ respective local 
boards of education aren’t inclined, 
their spokesmen say, to pursue the 
matter. Nor is the state board, its 
members claim. 
And both pastors predict the March 
board of education meeting promises 
appearances 
by 
more 
school 
representatives, charters in hand and 
humanism 
exorcised 
from 
their 
curricula.

A field study report from the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service was presented at 
a public meeting Wednesday in the 
Mahan Building on the Fayette County 
Fairgrounds. 
The 
study 
is 
a 
preliminary step in seeking federal 
funding for the project. Construction is 
not expected to begin until late 1979. 
Two officials from the Soil and 
Conservation Service gave the report to 
the project steering committee and 


interested citizens. The project in­ 
cludes 279 square miles of farm 
property located in Fayette. Madison, 
Greene, Clinton, and Highland coun­ 
ties. 
“Most of the survey has been com­ 
pleted. but we will have to make a 
survey farther down stream ,’’ Jam es 
Reel of the SCS reported. 


Reel added that the present flooding 
situation in the watershed has been 
studied and channel design will begin 
soon. 
The study is expected to take four or 
five months meaning that another 
public meeting will be scheduled for 
No relief expected 
from frigid blasts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Distorted 
winds in the earth’s upper atmosphere 
are continuing a months-long pattern, 
pulling air south from the frozen Ar­ 
ctic. And the National Weather Service 
says there is no relief in sight for the 
frigid United States. 
About two-thirds of the nation and 
much of the rest of the world is ex­ 
periencing the harshest winter in at 
least five years. 
The weather service says 
there 
appears to be no longterm warming 
trend in sight, forecasting lower than 
normal temperatures over much of the 
East for at least the next two weeks. 
The weather has caused shortages of 
heating 
fuels, which 
has 
closed 
businesses and schools in some areas, 
and 
President Carter 
has 
asked 
Congress for emergency authority to 
divert 
natural gas 
to hardest-hit 
regions. 
Dr. Donald Gilman, head of the 
weather 
service’s 
Long 
Range 
Prediction Group, said Wednesday that 
Arctic air is moving farther south than 
usual because of a sustained distortion 
in upper atmosphere wind patterns. 
Gilman said earlier that such upper 
wind distortions, with winds circulating 
hundreds of miles farther south than 
normal, are not uncommon but that 
this distortion is different. 
“What is uncommon is that this 
distortion set in place in September and 
locked in place for four months,” he 
said. Such a pattern allows cold fronts 
from the Arctic Circle to swing as far 
south as Texas and Florida. 
This locked wind pattern not only 
brings the United States cold weather, 
but also gives similar conditions to 
western Europe, Siberia and areas of 
the northern Pacific. Gilman said. 
Paradoxically, other areas of the 
world are benefiting from the unusual 
flow of frigid air into normally warmer 
climes. Gilman said that as cold north­ 
ern air flows down, warm southern air 
moves to some northern areas 
“Alaska, northwest Canada, Iceland, 
Greenland, Scandinavia and parts of 
Russia are having a milder winter than 
normal so far,” he said. He said some 
parts of Alaska have had record high

tem peratures in the 40s instead of their 
usual sub-zero freeze. 
Gilman said the next 30-day forecast, 
due out Friday, probably would not 
show a great change in these patterns.

“It’s just the very com­ 
plicated result of a lot of factors acting 
together in a subtle way. We don’t know 
why and just don’t have the means of 
finding out.”

In essence, the wait until 1979 would 
mean that only a small portion of the 
overall project costs would be levied on 
landowners who benefit from the im­ 
provements. 
REEL GAVE persons in attendance 
at the meeting an idea of how much of 
the watershed now being studied for 
federal feasibility would be included in 
the project. 
The southern boundary of the project 
would be at U.S. 62-S in Highland 
County because of the cost factor of the 
project. 
The northern boundary is still in 
doubt, but it will go to at least Ohio 729 
in Clinton and Fayette counties. 
The western boundary will extend to 
at least Ohio 729 near Sabina. After the 
channel design study is completed Reel 
said. “We can have some kind of an­ 
swer for the channels to be made and 
the benefits that can be derived.” 
A brief history of the watershed was 
presented at the meeting Wednesday. 
The area had been plagued by major 
floods in 1959,1963,1964, and 1968. After 
the May 1968 flood, farm ers along the 
CCC Highway-W prepared a petition 
for cleaning the creek. 
When commissioners and engineers 
studied the situation, they felt that

throughout the watershed federal funds 
should be sought.

the 
Rattlesnake 
Creek 
project was ranked 63rd on the ap­ 


plication list of Ohio projects. The 
steering committee learned that the 
watershed could be moved to the top of 
the priority list if area residents would 
pay certain engineering costs. 
Commissioners and Soil and Water 
Conservation supervisors voted to pay 
the costs. The money, up to $60,000, 
would be borrowed from a state fund 
and paid back by local assessments. 
This moved the watershed project 
near the top of the priority list. 
However, hopes 
of qualifying 
for 
federal funds faded in 1975. 
The 
steering 
committee 
then 
petitioned the commissioners to clean 
the main stream of Rattlesnake and to 


use local assessments to cover the 
costs. 
Before the commissioners could hold 
the first hearing on the petition, the SCS 
said it would proceed and complete a

Jam es A. Rhodes has attem pted to 
shore 
up 
his 
adm inistration’s 
credibility 
after 
an 
em barrassing 
foulup last week in the interpretation of 
his authority during a natural gas 
emergency. 
After 
admitting 
a 
“misunder­ 
standing." when he returned from 
Washington 
Friday 
afternoon 
for 
inaugural ceremonies, Rhodes called 
all-day meetings Saturday and Sunday 
to set a course of action for the state. 
On Sunday night, he expanded the 
emergency declaration in Dayton to the 
entire state. 
Democratic 
legislative 
leaders 
promptly agreed to his request to 
return in special session to lend 
statutory support, although Rhodes has 
yet to ask for any specific action by the 
General Assembly. 
In rapid fire succession, the governor 
then wrote President Carter asking 
him to "take all possible steps” to get 
gas for Ohio, and invited the state con­ 
gressional delegation to a meeting in 
his office, offering a state plane for 
transportation from Washington. That 
meeting was canceled after the con­ 
gressmen met on their own with gas 
company executives in Washington. 
On Wednesday, the fourth day of the 
statewide emergency, Rhodes set up a 
state energy crisis center with a toll- 
free hotline telephone, and scheduled a 
prayer meeting for Saturday in the 
Statehouse rotunda 
“We’re not praying for ourselves,” 
he said, “we are praying for the vic­ 
tim s." 
Also on Wednesday, the 67-year-old 
governor, at a subdued meeting with 
newsmen, abruptly and with uncertain 
authority, lifted environmental con­ 
trols on high-sulfur coal emissions from 
smokestacks. He had met Tuesday with 
the midwest chief of the Environmental 
Protection 
Administration 
and 
the 
federal official “hinted he would look 
the other way,” a Rhodes aide said. 
Precisely what happened last week in 
connection 
with

Dayton 
emergency, still is not clear. 
Rhodes had declared a natural gas 
emergency in Dayton by telephone 
from Washington last Thursday. The 
law, which he later called 
“am ­ 
biguous,” does not give him authority 
to impose mandatory controls, ac­ 
cording to Atty. Gen. William J. Brown. 
But at a news conference here later 
that day, state energy agency director 
Robert S. Ryan ordered Dayton school 
to close for 30 days and directed stores 
to limit hours to 40 a week.

MIAMI (AP) - The FBI says it is 
subpoenaing hundreds of longshore 
union leaders and shipping officials at 
ports along the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts in an investigation of alleged 
organized crime involvement in the 
union and payoffs by management. 
Some of those subpoenaed will be 
called to testify in February before 
grand juries in Miami and New York 
City investigating the International 
Longshoremen’s Association, an FBI 
spokesman said Wednesday. 
Gil Harrington, head of a Miami 
shipping agency bearing his name, said 
he was handed a subpoena Wednesday 
by an FBI agent. He said his payroll 
records for longshoremen and related 
documents were also subpoenaed.

“ I’m getting a little tired and I want 
to rest and do som e hunting and fishing 
before I have to go to spring training,” 
said Driessen. “ My contract was for 
only 14 days in Puerto Rico and I only 
Golf ball makers hit shank 
with 'happy non-hooker'

Every golfer who ever threw his soul 
into a round-house swing and watched 
the ball soar tow ard some Godforsaken 
jungle should have a vested interest in 
a meeting of the gam e's rulesm akers in 
Atlanta this weekend. 
It concerns the legality of science’s 
latest antidote to stom ach ulcers and 
frayed tem pers — a golf ball that 
straightens out its trajactory in flight. 
It is a sort of non-hook, non-slice ball, 
but that, according to its inventors, is 
overstating the case 
The ball is the creation of two Pacific 
Coast scientists — Dr. Frej Holm- 
strom . profesuor of physics at San Jose 
State. Calif., and Janiel Nepela, an 
advisory chemist with IBM — who have 
been working on the project for 10 
years.

rodynam ics to the traditional dimples 
on the surface of the ball, they have 
come up with a pellet that meets all 
specifications of the U.S. Golf Associ­ 
ation in weight 
1.62 ounces), size 


(m inim um of 1.68 inches in diam eter) 
and initial velocity. 
The only diffarence lies in its dim ple 
structure — som e of the dimples deeper 
than 
others 
— 
“ to minimize 
the 
deviation of the hall from the intended 
path caused by hooking or slicing." 
In effect, it corrects its flight in m id­ 
air. It does so legally — no m irrors, no 
hidden radar, no gim mickry. 
Their big problem has been to have 
the project taken seriously. Pundits 
a re inclined to call it the “ happy non- 
hooker." 
That is what seem s to worry the 
USGA brass which has come up with an 
addition to Rule 2 specifying that the 
ball must be “spherical in shape ... 
have equal aerodynam ic properties 
and equal m om ents of inertia about any 
axis through its center " 
The California inventors, who already 
have patented the new ball, tested it 
and started m anufacturing it under the 
nam e of Polara E nterprises, regard 
this as a move to outlaw their brain­ 
child. 
They are flying to Atlanta with their 
law yers to fight the “ Battle of the 


D uffers” before the Executive Com­ 
m ittee of the U.S. Golf Association, 
holding its annual convention there. 
The argum ent of attorney William 
Coblentz, representing the inventors, is 
that all balls presently approved have 
varying dim ples and as a result dif­ 
ferences in aerodynam ic properties 
The suggested rule change would 
“raise questions...as to its basic un­ 
fairness 
for 
new 
and 
innovative 
changes," he insists. 
Frank Thomas, technical director of 
the USGA, argues that the new concept 
“might reduce the skill required to play 
and therefore be detrim ental to the 
gam e.” 
The inventors deny this. 
“Our purpose is to keep the gam e 
moving and m ake it more enjoyable for 
everybody by reducing the time in the 
rough,” Dr. Holstrom said He added 
that the ball had been tested by well- 
known professionals who acclaim ed it 
as being “straighter and tru er.” 
Nepela insists that “although our ball 
m ay be in bounds more often than other 
balls, golfing skill is still needed to play 
the game.

By WILL GRIMSLEY 
AP Special Correspondent 
NEW YORK (AP) - Super Bowl 
hero Fred Biletnikoff considers the Pro 
Bowl a tail to the pro football season 
that should be either retailored or 
chopped off completely. 
“The 
season 
is 
too 
long 
and 
dem anding already,” the rangy wide 
receiver of the champion Oakland 
R aiders said. “ If the Pro Bowl must 
continue I think two changes should be 
m ade: 
“One, the team s should be picked by 
the players alone, not the coaches; two, 
the prize money should be increased to 
m ake playing in the gam e worthwhile. 
“As it is, players who don’t qualify 
for the playoffs are compelled to keep 
in shape for an extra month. The 
players’ purse is ridiculous. When I 
played in Miami, it cost me $800 out of 
my pocket.” 
Biletnikoff said if the team selections 
were confined to the players there 
would be a greater num ber of younger 
men chosen. 
“The inclination has been,” he a d ­ 
ded, “ to keep bringing back the sam e 
old nam es because they are better 
known to the public. From experience, 
I have found that most players are tired 
of football by the tim e they reach the 
gam e. 
They 
just 
go 
through 
the 
motions. None w ants to take a chance 
on getting h u rt." 
He defended those players who have 
been criticized for not competing once 
picked. F ran Tarkenton, quarterback 
of M innesota’s beaten Super Bowl 
Vikings, cam e in for particular abuse 
this year for begging off. “It’s unfair,” 
Biletnikoff said. “ Nobody should feel 
bound to play."

The title gives the impression 
the novel will focus on the “will 
they or Won’t they” nuts-and- 
bolts business of trying to get 
the ill-fated vessel up from the 
depths of the North Atlantic. 
Not so. There are only a few 
pages devoted to the actual me­ 
chanics of raising the ship, 
which, incidentally, does get 
raised. 
But the “whys” and “hows” 
that surround the reasons for 
raising the ship — well, that’s 
where the reader finds the fun 
and games. 
The book is actually in two 
phases, the first being a gov­ 
ernment quest for a special ele­ 
ment that is extremely rare 
and is also the key part of a 
special defense system to end 
all defense systems. 
Unfortunately, the element is 
apparently on Soviet soil. But a 
super-secret investigation finds 
out that the element was se­ 
cretly mined by the U.S. years 
earlier for other reasons and 
was being shipped to America 
but never arrived. Right! It 
had been shipped on board the 
Titanic.

The expert accumulates a 
good portion of his ill-gotten 
gains from the so-called bread- 
and-butter hands. He does 
nothing brilliant or spectacular 
in these hands; he simply does 
things the way they’re supposed 
to be ((one. 
For a typical example, 
consider this deal where South 
went dpwn in four hearts. West 
led thd king of diamonds and 
continued with the queen, which 
declarer ruffed. South played 
the A-K of trumps and, when it 


developed that East had the Q- 
J-6-5 of hearts, declarer went 
down one. 
South could argue with some 
justification that the outcome 
was attributable to bad luck, 
but the fact remains that 
declarer himself was to blame 
for the defeat. He neglected to 
play the hand properly. 
After ruffing the second 
diamond and leading the ace of 
hearts, declarer should have 
played a low club to the jack in 
order to make the next trump 
lead from dummy. 
In the actual case, this 
method of play would have 
succeeded. If East follows low 
on the second trump lead, South 
makes a safety play of the eight, 
thus guaranteeing the loss of 
only one trump trick, whether 
or not West follows suit. 
If East chooses to play the 
jack on the trump lead from 
dummy, South is equally suc­ 
cessful. He wins the jade with 
the king, returns the ten to 
East’s queen, and again limits 
himself to one trump loser. 
It is true that the suggested 
method of play would fail if 
West had turned out to be the 
player with four trumps to the 
Q-J. But in that case, no other 
sensible line of play could 
succeed either, and the effort to 
guard against a 4-1 trump 
division would have proved to 
be merely an idle exercise.

She Has a 'Right' to Fatigue 


Even after a good night’s 
sleep I awake each morning 
with a tremendous feeling of 
fatigue. Sometimes I’m barely 
able to get through my daily 
obligations at home and with 
the children. My in-laws have 
given my husband the idea that 
this is 
all 
psychological, 
because otherwise I’m in good 
health. - Mrs. L.H., Maine 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
In-laws and husbands are 
rarely around during the day to 
witness the exhausting activity 
of running a home. If they were, 
they would be less likely to 
consider your fatigue as being 
“psychological.” 
I’ve always felt it would be a 
revelation to husbands if they 
were to follow the course of 
their wives’ daily activity in the 
home. 
A friend of mine admitted 
that once he settles himself 
down to read his paper as he 
commutes to his office he blocks 
out the chaotic scene that he 
leaves behind. He says that he 
allocates to his wife the job of 
caring for the children, taking 
them to school, feeding them, 
dressing the little ones, shop­ 
ping for food, cleaning the 
house, doing the laundry, taking 
the children to the doctor, to the 
orthodontist, to music lessons, 
to parties, and then preparing 
the dinner. 


While all of this is going on he 
says facetiously that he takes 
care of the major problems: 
nuclear energy, ecology, peace 
in the Middle East, and 
establishing borders between 
India and Pakistan.

Road salt supply dwindling 
in southern Ohio counties 


COLUM BUS, Ohio — Ohio motorists 
are being warned to drive with extreme 
caution because of dangerous frost 
heave on some highways throughout 
the state and because of depleted road 
salt supplies in southern Ohio. 
Richard D. Jackson, director of the 
Ohio Department of Transportation.

planned by profs 


BOW LING G REEN , Ohio (A P) — 
Two Bowling Green State University 
professors hope 1,500 teen-agers can 
come up with some answers to female 
juvenile delinquency. 
Assistant sociology professors Peggy 
Giordano and Stephen A. Cernkovich 
received a $165,000 grant from the 
National Institute of Health to pinpoint 
the causes of delinquency to develop 
effective correctional strategies. 
The researchers will survey attitudes 
and behavior patterns of juveniles in

detention 
facilities in Ohio and compare them to 
opinions expressed by teenagers in the 
Columbus public school system, a total 
of 1,500 juveniles.
